Resident managers can do precisely the same thing today if they space 
their stunts and do not get hoggish and try to run the paper off its legs 
He can get merchant cooperation for his hook-up pages if he works some 
good stunt with it and does not try to run one every week. It takes seil- 
ing today whereas when the stunt was newer the idea sold itself. 

A study of income sources made some years ago showed that only abcut 
20% of the patronage was obtained or influenced by the newspaper adver- 
using. Exploitation accounted for more than 30% at that time. A big 
stunt would bring an even greater return where increased advertising space 
seldom paid for its additional cost. Today it is to be questioned whether 
the average house influences 5% of its business through exploitation. Some 
theatres do better, because they do more and better exploitation, but that 
is probably the average in 80°; of the theatres, notably the chains. 

It was the growth of the chains which gave the first push downward to 
the exploitation idea. Managers were supposed to be directed by the 
home office and were required to query the h.o. on all additional expendi- 
tures, including extra advertising and exploitation. It frequently hap- 
pened that the home office okay did not come in until the picture had 
been played and the opportunity lost. That sort of thing discouraged the 
hustler. He just didn’t bother any more. He still doesn’t bother. 
management now gives quicker action, but in the meantime the local man- 
aser has lost the habit of exploiting.

It is possible that a split on the profits. suggested by one exploiteer re- 
cently, might do some good, where the term net profits is fairly and hon- 
estly interpreted. But the major cure seems to be to pick managers for 
their showmanship rather than for their past performances on the service 
staff, and then give them a sense of greater independence with its accom- 
panying responsibility. 

Not long ago a manager sought to define chain management. 
he said. Every week I get six letters. Four of them ask me why in hell 
I did not make more money. The other two tell me to spend less coin. It 
I do make more money. I get no appreciation. Just 
me to get still more.

Doping It Out 

Neely bill, as it now stacks up, 
would boost the cost of distribution 
to a tremendmous extent; just how 
much is not known even by fiim 
veterans. However, there seems lit- 
tle doubt but that any hike in cost of 
distributing films must be passed on 
to the exhibitor. If it is necessary, 
according to terms of the Neely bill, 
to sell each picture individually, dis- 
tributors either will hike costs per 
picture to the exhib, or leave it up to

an exchange center and inspect a 
new feature when it is availabie.

Aspirin for major producers 
and distributors’ headache was 
forthcoming this week in the 
form of assurance that the Neelys 
bill will be allowed to die a lin- 
gering death this vear. 

Encouragement came from 
Congressman Clarence Lea, the 
Canifornian who chairmans the 
House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, to which the anti- 
block-booking measure was re- 
ferred 48 hours after it received 
a shoulder-blistering pat on the 
back Tuesday (17). Without em- 
barrassment, the westerner con- 
signed the reform proposal to a 
pigeonhole, where it will be al- 
lowed to expire gradually. 

Recalling the controversy 
which was stirred up over an 
identical measure two years 
back, Lea said Monday (23): 

‘I just don’t see how we can 
do anything with the bill this 
session. In view of the short 
time remaining this session, and 
the work still ahead of us, it 
looks impossible to give this bill 
the consideration it ought to 
have. I should not like to report 
it out without hearings, and I 
cannot see where we can find 
time to have any at this late 
date.’ 

Either an intensive educational 
(lobbying) campaign, or a voluntary 
reform of distribution tactics, ap- 
pears urgent for the film industry as 
result of the wholly-unexpected Sen- 


,ate passage of the Neely anti-block 


booking bill last week. 

While there is almost no chance 
that restrictive legislation will go on 
the statute books this year—and the 
temporary success of the campaign 
may be just one of those election- 
year propositions—the 10-year effort 
at last has demonstrated weakness of 
the film business in a political and 
legislative fight.

Franklin arrived in St. John from 
an European stay, during which he 
was ill in a London hospital for sev- 
eral weeks.

formally tendered a fine gold watch 
and the address. Franklin, who is 
Jewish, offered ‘the use of his thea- 
tre, which is only three years old, on 
condition he would not be asked to 
accept money for the service. 

The congregation had been in a 
quandary to find a temporary sub- 
stitute for their burned church, 
with none available until the Frank- 
lin offer. The congregation is one 
of the largest in the maritime prov- 
inces.

Barred from pix in this province 
since 1928 whether attended by 
parents or guardians or no, 
under 16 will soon be legally per- 
mitted to attend picture theatres 
here in which films of definite edu- 
cational value are being shown. Hon. 
T. J. Coonan, minister without port- 
folio in the Quebec Duplessis Gov- 
ernment, thus told members of the 
Quebec Allied Theatrical Industries 
here for annual convention. Coonan 
explained definite educational value 
by classifying pix into two main 
categories, entertaining and educa- 
tional, and added that this system 
of dividing pictures was ‘merely a 
matter of passing enabling legisla- 
tion at the next session of the 
(Quebec) legislature.”

Short-wave broadcasting 
should be financed as a_ national 
project, to be operated and con- 
trolled by the Corporation. 

The committee reported itself par- 
ticularly pleased that the CBC had 
been free from partisanship in po- 
litical matters, adding that 
service broadcasting in Canada must 
be free from party control.

brought against it. Suits had been 


filed in the name of April Produc- 
tions, Inc., Shubert subsid, and sought 
a restraining order and an account- 
ing which the latter claims are due 
on an old agency contract with 
Harms. 

Counsel for Harms had asked that 
the suits be dismissed on the grounds 
that they did not constitute a cause 
of action and that the plaintiff's 
remedy was solely in the Federal 
courts. Appeal was from the N. Y. 
supreme court’s denial of this re- 
quest. Shuberts had argued that the 
issue was strictly one of contract and 
that no copyright question was in- 
volved.

For Showmen on Deluxe Operation 


Chicago, May 24. 
Many a picture showman passing 


through Chicago makes a pilgrimage | 


these days to the new Esquire here 
to get a first-hand 0.0. of what many 
ecknowledge to be the mosi ad- 
vanced theatre in the world today. 
It's a class nabe with the ultimate in 
de luxe service. 

Located on the near northside, in 
the heart of the Gold Coast, it is 
part of the Balaban Bros. circuit, 
with A. J. Balaban personally hav- 
ing a financial interest in the house 
besides being its guiding hand as fai 
as operating ideas are concerned. 

House runs diagonally on a rather 
emall lot in order to get additional 
seating capacity. Because of _ its 
proximity to the lake, it was neces- 
sary to build the air conditioning 
and cooling units in the roof. This 
took a heavy outlay of coin for steel 
framing, with the result that the 
house cost approximately $400,000, 
probably the most expensive 1,500- 
seat nabe house in the world. 

It is decorated in brown through- 
out the lobby, the walls papered with 
washable silk. The interior is in blue, 
as are seats and walls. Box office 
is entirely novel, being recessed back 
from the lot line so that ticket-buy- 
ers at the window have an impres- 
sion of being inside the house, 
though still outside. Ticket machine 


and change-maker are all level with | 


the window sill, there being no pro- 
iruding pieces. 


All standard advertising material | 
There are | 
no posters, window cards or insert | 


has been done away with. 


pieces such as has been regulation 
in the business fov the past years. 
Instead the only advertising display 
is a simple cut-out of the leading 
players in a scene from the picture. 
This is for the current attraction in 
the outside display window, and for 
coming attractions in the _ lobby. 
There are no advertising slogans or 
copy. 

On entering the house patrons are 
greeted by a hostess—a looker—who 
directs them to the aisle or balcony. 
Seats of entirely new design. They 
do not flip up. In order to let some 
one pass it is necessary only to slide 
black, which gives the person ample 
room. Standing, which formerly ir- 
ritated both the customer and the 
people sitting in the rows behind, 
is thus eliminated. 

Instead of the regular traveler for 
close-in on the screen the Esquire 
has a curtain modeled something 
slong the lines of the opera drapes, 
folding down from the top to cover 
the screen, 

In a city given over completely to 
double features in all neighborhood 
houses, A. J. Salaban has brought in 
a policy of single features with an 
added 60 minutes of shorts. 
manly labeled ‘Esquire Hour.’ This 
“Hour” has already caused a great 
deal of favorable comment. Shorts 
sre not slapped on without reason or 
design; each is carefully scrutinized 
and weighed before being put into 
the hour, with the result there is an 


excellent balance of news, cartoon, | 


s0ngs, comedy, education, travel and 
novelty. 

Also an entirely new idea is that 
of reviving specially selected scenes 
from former hit pictures. Thus, the 
Esquire Hour may present the Sto- 
kowski-Durbin ‘Fifth Hungarian 
Rhapsody’ scene from ‘100 Men and 
a Girl,’ the hitch-hiking scene from 
‘It Happened One Night.’ Grace 
Moore’s ‘One Fine Day’ aria of the

In some instances an 
plan has been agreed upon, so that 
final payment would not be due for 
between two and three years. Some 
installations have been made with 
the aid of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration.

A message signed by Samuel John 
Park, one of the company, stated 
that the players were broke and out 
on the streets. It appears that four 
of the cast quit the company at Gal- 
lup, N. M., and received return fare 
from Equity’s office in Los Angeles. 
But when the company stranded the 
others failed to secure the same aid. 

Company managed to get to Den- 





ver, deciding to stick with Arthur | 


M. Oberfelder, who presented the 
show. It's said he was obligated for 
$1.700 for auditorium rent and othe 
expenses, but the show only grossed 
$309. Claimed that Miss Laverne, 
who appeared in the original ‘Sun- 
Up’ in New York, paid back salaries 
to ensure the Denver date, but ran 
out of money, too, 

Explained that the actors who re- 
mained doubled in parts vacated by 
the quartet which left at Gallup. To 
add to the woes, company manager 
Tod Brown was stricken with a 
heart attack and placed in a hospital 
at Aibuquerque. Equity checked on 
Park’s standing and found he hadn’t 
paid dues for about four years and 
therefore has no right to benefits.

N. Y. Crix Circle: 


Anderson Defends Award of Group 


+ —_———-—_—- 


Attempts to discredit the annual 
award of the New York Drama 
Critics Circle, for its choice of the 
best Broadway play, has created a 
furore along the Stem within the 
past few days. Latest situation was 
precipitated by the closing of ‘Mice,’ 
which got the Cirele’s nod, on Sat-« 
urday (21), too soon after the award, 
in the opinion of some circlers. 

Going to bat for the Circle in his 
daily article, John Anderson, drama 
critic of the New York Journal- 
American, pointed out that ‘the mis- 
chief is being attempted not by the 
Pulitzer committee, which might 
wish a reprisal, nor even the com- 
mercial theatre, which might like to 
prove the critics ineffectual anyway, 
|but is being done by newspapers, 
whose critics are the chief figures in 
the Circle.’ 

Comment, in effect, deriding the 
Circle prize, lauded the Pulitzer 
award to Thornton Wilder’s ‘Our 
Town,’ which is expected to last 
through the summer. 

Mentioning the two prize plays 
and the status of the respective en- 
|} gagements, Anderson wrote: ‘This 
would indicate that the critics can’t 
sell the public, even if they wanted 
| to, and that the Pulitzer prize, re- 
gardless of its previous disrepute, 
still works wonders at the boxoffice.’ 

Ready to Close 

Anderson pointed out that ‘Town’ 
has been running about’ three 
months, whereas ‘Mice’ had been 
playing nearly twice that and was 
ready to close when the critics stim-
